The fact of a minister having been pas- 
tor of the same church for eighteen years 
in this land of frequent changes, is, in itself, 
worthy of notice. 

The circumstances attending the dissolu- 
tion of the relation were given you in the 
recent letter of brother Cond@n. 

The following extracts are from Dr. At- 
kinson’s letter of resignation: “In trking 
this step I am reminded of the, to me, very 
precious relation which we have held to 
each other for fifteen, and indeed for nearly 
eighteen years.

This is a most lamentable fact. Morality

order, taste, enterprise, wealth, everything 


good, diminishes, and man tends back to 
savageism. This is the natural tendency of 
things, and the progress is more or less rap- 
id in that direction. True religion enno- 
bles everything, and. even a bad religion is 
better than none at all, for this leaves man 
only a brute animal. Now public divine

Every cross hath its inseription,” says 
an English , prosest. It is made for the 
man who is to bear it. It is laid. down at 
feet. It is shaped to his form. It: is 
suited to his strength and | ‘his need ; and is 
designed by his"Master for himalone. We 
are quite enthusiastic often about taking up 
other people’s crosses, but this is not obe- 
dience for ourselves. We wonder often 
why our friends “groan so under’ the bur- 
dens they carry. Why, such.a_ burden 
would not be a, feather’s weight for us. 
Why need our neighbor maké such a toil 
of his appointed ‘task? It would be but 
pastime for us. Here is a man who enters’ 

upon a new passage of his experience, as 
though he were walking into a burning 
fiery furnace, or a den of lions... The fur- 
nace would be es a bed of roses to us, the 
lions toothless and barmless, as Daniel 
found them when God’s angel shut their 
mouths. 

There are varying capacities and isis 
peramente. A man with weak heart and. 
short breath, is set upon. climbing some 
steep acclivity. It goes hard forhim. He 
often pauses and looks back. - He stumbles 
and falters ‘as he presses upward. It seems 
to him as though he should never reach the 
top:. A single rush and bound would plant 
us at the summit. That which wearies a 
child, a strong man might despise. That | 
which baffles clumsy fingers, nimble art 
deftly unravels. That which excites and 
torments one sort of temperament, would 
only entertain and amuse another. So we 
find ourselves quite ready to shoulder the 
crosses that were molded and shaped for 
other. men, Their knotty excresences 
would ‘not interfere with the freedom and 
comfort of our movements. We can hardly 
understand why those for whom they, wore 
appointed, should call them “crosses.” If 
they were only ours, we should rejoice 
to show these sorrowful dunces how lightly 
we could step beneath them. So we are 
quite ready to exchange. The burden 
which we carry,.ah, that is a cross indeed. 
Here is weight that tells. Here is a sharp- 
ness that enters the flesh. If we might lay 
that down for awhile ; shift it to other 
shoulders, and bear i in return what we see 
there, our steps would be as elastic as 
though our feet were'shod with perpetual 
youth, or winged, like Mercury among the 
gods. But all these devices are idle; no 
such proposition meets the Saviour’s injunc- 
tion, “ Take up thy cross.” 


There is not any special need that every |-you never sinned against a fellow man 


man should bear a burden because bu rdens, as 
such, and in themselves, are spiritually salu- 
tary. A pilgrim toward the heavenly state, 
does not ‘get.on better because his shoulders 
are sore with carrying weight. What the 
Master is earnest for is not our fatigue, but 
ourtraining. Cross-bearing is educational. 
It connects itself with traits of character; 
peculiarities of temperament ; the balance 
of our circumstancee. It undertakes to 
correct in us all that is faulty, to bring out 
_ all that is dwarfish and backward, and to’ 
evolve‘our best and noblest manhood. It 
is not our salvation, considered by itself, 
that God is chiefly intent upon; for then 
he might snatch us at last, all corroded by 
sin, out of the clutches of despair, the grasp 
of punishment, and chamber us .in eter- 
nal security. It is character rather than 
salvation, which the processes of the divine 
_ grace seek to accomplish. It is our salva- 
tion through our transformation. This is 
the scripture idea of salvation itself; the 
overcoming of evil; the growth and estab- 
lishment of good in the soul; holiness, not 
safety; deliverance from the Vondage of 
iniquity rather than from wrath unending. 
The Omniscient One understands us thor- 
oughly. He sees in each of us what whole- 
some growths are but germinal and embry- 
onic. These need to be. stimulated and 
brought out. He sees what malign growths 


are rank and towering. These are to be | 


subdued. There are natural tendencies in 
excess, which rightly. proportioned, might 
do good spiritual service; these are to be. 
praned ; their luxuriance lopped and check- 
ed There are other tendencies that might 
be subsidized by grace, which in stature 
and volume, are undersized and weakly ; 
and these need special feeding and nourish- 
ing. No two characters in natural endow- 
ments,-or in influences, and progress of de- 
velopment are alike. Of course the treat- 
ment in each case, for the purposes just ex- 
plained, will be varied and contrasted.

The Golden Role. 
This rule is excellent because it is short 
pithy, and concise. It/is duty ina nutshell. 


it. Once’in the mind it never drops ogt; 
nor can it. be dislodged from the menom 
it. may 
often have been overlooked. It is an ad- 
vantage to bave our duty so summarily 
taught us; to have it condensed in 80 few 
words. “It puts us’on lével. It makes 
equal to you.’ I know the rule of judg- 
‘ing of my duty just as well as you do, and 
no better. The least precocious child learns | 
to distinguish’ the letter O, as soon as the 
most precocious one. It is so easy, no one 
Bo this rule i is so quickly and “Fead-' 
ily learned, that, in respect to it, the poorest 
plodder is as wise a3 the greatest author. 
We are not forced to study through tedious 
volumes of laws, statutes, comments and 
amendments, nor to go about,and pick ap 
fragments here and there, heaping them to- 
gether, in order to learn the way of our 
duty to one another. It is summed up in 
this single utterance. You need no book 
to-carry with you, like travelers in strange 
countries. Your manual of duty is in your 
bosoms. You need never beat a loss to 
know how you should conduct yourselves, | 
so long as you. do net; forget your own ex- 
istence, and can remember your own names. 
‘You .may always know your own expecta- 
tions and desires. Long discourses and 
multiplied ‘precepts you might not well re- 
member, after they were learned; but this 
rule you ¢annot be ignorant of; and it is 


that it never gets beyond it. For a direc- 
tory in duty you need never apply to your} 
neighbor, you'carry ope of you own, which 
you can look through in an instant, and ev- 
erybody will know whether you make any 
mistakes in your proceeding ; because all 
know your rule by reason of its is excellent 
brevity. - 

And this rule is a good ‘one because 
it is quick; sharp, and convincing. No 
one is misled, or deceived, by if. No 
‘one can plead ignorance of it, or of its pro- 
| visions, or of want of ability to keep it. 
The weakest understanding can perceive it 
and its fitness; the strongest can do no 
more. The more some people read and 
study, the more confused, doubting, and 
skeptical they become. 
they have gotten through with somebody’s 
book on the “ Whole Duty of Man,” they 
doubt whether there is a whole man who 
ever did half his duty, or knew what it 
was. But this rule does not cumber one’s 
intellect. It does not distract his reason. 
It appeals to his senses, to his feelings, to 
his plainest reasonings. If he does not 
recognize its force, neither can. he the fire 
that burns him, or the frost that bites him. 

If one has any sensibilities, so as to know 
when he is ill-treated, or well—then he 
knows whether.the rule is a good one or 
not. His sentiments drive the nail of con- 
viction, and his conscience gives it the 
clinch ; and fast to the rule is he held. 
And -you who read, need no other adviser 
in most lines of duty than this, if you will 
fairly advise with it: And you will feel| 
self-condemned if you violate the dictates 
of this rule,as you well do know. For 


without such a violation; and your own 
experience will testify that this is a sharp and | 
convincing rule; and therefore most excel- 
lent. You can find no fault with this rule 
of action. Itis written on your hearts. It 
approval. Every man feels it to be a 
right rule. 
that every one must confess himself bound 


ashamed to say that he acts by any differ- 
rule, in his dealings with his fellow men. 
Nor is there much difficulty in the appli- 
cation of the rule. Your expectations 
from others must have the force of a law 
upon yourselves. This is the principle in- 
volved. It seems perfectly easy to apply 
it, and carry it out. . 
were we all truly Christian at heart, and 
ready to meet all our honest convictions. 
But just here we fail, very often, in the ap- 
plication. We take the measure of our 
duty ; and then are not ready to apply it.

Tue Stace IN Nevipa Co.—The 
Transcript of May, 16th gives the annexed particu- 
lars in regard to’ the killing of the robbers, and 
other circumstances. connected -with the. robbery : 
“Yesterday morning, as soon as the news of the 


‘robbery was received in town, Sheriff R. B: Gen- 
try organized a party of six and started in pursuit. 


The posse consisted of the Sheriff, Steve Venard, 
Alfred Gentry, J. R. Lee, A. W. Potter, and Frank 


“McKee. They went to the ground where the rob. 
 bery was committed and began search. The coun- 
-try was rough, being cut up by deep ravines and 
_gulches, and covered with a thick growth of chap- 


parel. .The party, after consultation, divided in 
twos, and spreading out so as to take in the whole. 
range, started in the direction indicated by passtn- 


gers as the one taken by the robbers. Steve Ven- | 


ard and Lee soon succceded in striking their trail, 
and followed it until about Half a mile. from the 
place where the stage was stopped. Venard, who 
is a thorough officer, satisfied that he was on the 
right track, sent Lee back to bring up the balance 
of the party. Gentry had started alone up along 
the Yuba, keeping close to the bank. Venard had 
a revolver and one of Henry’s sixteen-shooting 
rifles. The robbers, hidden among the rocks, dis- 
covered Venard about the same time that he saw 
them, when within fifteen feet of him. One of the 


‘rogues drew and cocked his revolver, but before he 


could fire he:was killed with the rifle. A second 
was served in the same way, and the third, Who at- 
tempted toescape, was made to bitethedust. ‘Two 
died with their pistols cocked. Steve fired four 
shots and killed the three robbers. The balance 
of the party, hearing the firing, hastened to the 
spot, but when they arrived the work was done, 
and the treasure, except twenty dollars, recovered. 
Steve Venard is as brave a man as ever lived, and 
all good citizens will bless him for the good work 
he did yesterday. The whole Sheriff’s party being 
volunteers, and knowing nothing of a reward un- 
til they returned to town yesterday, with their work 
completed, deserve the highest praise. No more 
energetic pursuit wasever made. The robbery was 


- committed at four o’clock, a.m., and at half-past 


twelve of the same day, the obbers were killed and 
the money recovered. ' On the return of the party, 
the greatest excitement and enthusiasm rose in 
town. A crowd of several hundred soon collected 
around the express office, and as soon as the result 
was known, the air rung with cheers for the Sheriff,

a still greater increase, 1,224 passengers having 
Eivel by the two steamers this year against 774 
last year.
